"Information has been received at tha 


Methodist Episcopal Mission lloomsin this 
city that there are apprehensions of a gen- 
en! famine in Liberia; that already several 
of the poorer people have died of starva- 
tion ; that some of tbe missionaries on the 
country [stations are without any other food 
than green plums, and that around some 
of the settlements tho natives aro cutting 
down the p;i|rn trees, for tho sake of the 
palm cabbage to sustain life. 
One of tbe 


missionaries there remarks that th'n state 
of things has been coining upon them for 
years, and attributes it mainly to three cau- 
ses : Erst, tlie great number of idle and 
worthless persons in tbt) community, who 
will not work and -who "live by beggary; 
second, thatlhis class of personsis constant- 
ly increased by tbe immigration from the 
United States, number" of tho immigrants 
consuming a great deal and producing no- 
thing; and third, to the failure of the na- 
lives' rice crops several years ngo, owing 
in p-irt to a bad season, but mainly !o the 
native:,' penorn! attendance upon the Devil 
Bush when they should havo been upon 
their farms. 
They have nevor been able 


to recover themselves. 
What rice has boon 


gathered for u year or two pist has not 
been enough for food, so they have saved 
none for sowing."

AfcBKMBLY MKT, 
That the following amendments are proposed 
to the Constitution of the Commonwealth, iu 
accordance with the provisions of the teiith 
article thereof: 


I'UIST AMKNDNKKT. 


There shall be an additional article to said 


Constitution to be designated as article eleven 
as follows: 


AKTtCLB XI. 


OF PUBLIC UKBTS. 


SKCTIOX 1. The State may contract debts, to 


supply casual deficits or failures in revenues, 
or to meet expenses not otherwise provided 
fur; 
but the aggregate amount of such debts 


direct and contingent, whether contracted by 
virtue of one or more sots of the General As- 
sembly, or at different periods of time, shall 
never exceed seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and ihe money arising from the crea 
lion of such debts shall be applied to the pur 
pose for which it was obtained, or to repay ih 
debts so contracted, nud to no other purpoi 
whatever. 


She. '2. In addition to the above Hmite 


power the State may contract debts to rcpe 
invasion, suppress insurrection, defend tb 
State iu war, or to redeem the present out 
standing indebtedness of tbo State: but th 
money arising from the contracting of sue 
debts, shall be npplisd to the purpose for whic 
it was raised, or to repay such debts, and t 
no other purpose whatever.
